Also on Sunday, Hudson offered a Sioo,ooo 
reward for the return of her nephew, Julian 
King, 7, who has been missing since Hudson’s 
family members were discovered shot to 
death in their Englewood home Friday 

“Jermifer and her family appreciate the 
enormous amount of love, support and prayers 
they have received while she and her family 
try to cope with this tragedy and continue 
the search for Julian,” Hudson’s publicist, Lisa 
Kasteler, said in a statement announcing the 
reward. Information about the boy should 
be directed to Chicago detectives, Kasteler 
said. 

Police and the FBI continued the search 
for Julian. On Sunday, police and volunteers 
fanned out into Englewood and surrounding 
neighborhoods, handing out fliers with a 
photograph of the boy and description of the 
vehicle. 

William Balfour, 27, the estranged 
husband of Hudson’s sister Julia, was

questioned at the Wentworth Area 
police station beginning Friday night 
and denied involvement in the murders 
or the disappearance of the boy, law- 
enforcement sources said. But at some 
point, Balfour stopped talking to 
authorities, the sources said. 

On Sunday morning, Balfour was 
transferred to a state facility after officials 
said he violated conditions of parole for a 
1999 conviction for attempted murder. 

Chicago police this weekend declined 
to call Balfour a suspect, saying they have 
only been interviewing him. He has not 
been charged in the slayings. 

But an alert on Friday about the missing 
boy named Balfour a suspect. And on 


Sunday, Illinois Department of Corrections 
spokeswoman Januari Smith said Balfour 
violated his parole because he is a suspect 
in the slayings and the boy’s disappearance. 
Balfour could be held in state custody until he 
goes before the Illinois Prisoner Review Board, 
which will determine whether he has violated 
parole. That could take weeks. Smith said. 

The homicide investigation remains 
focused on Balfour, sources said. Balfour’s alibi 
the day of the killings has been contradicted 
by his girlfriend, law enforcement sources 
said. Balfour was arrested at the woman’s 
Southwest Side home Friday night. Balfour 
and Julia Hudson had been separated for 
some time, his family members said. A family 
friend said Balfour had threatened to take 
Julian away recently 

A family member of the girlfriend said 
police have interviewed her. Police also 
tracked Balfour’s whereabouts on Friday 
through his cell phone, sources said. 

Balfour’s mother, Michele, said her son 
is not responsible for the killings or Julian’s 
disappearance, adding that he was with his 
girlfriend that day 

“How are they doing this to him? This is 
because they’re stuck in an investigation,” his 
mother said Sunday 

The killings occurred about 9 a.m. Friday 
when a gunman shot through the front door

Nate Silver’s political rags-to-riches story 
plays out on a BlackBerry brimming with 
e-mails and a schedule conspiring to run him 
into the ground. 

Last spring, he was a statistical sports 
savant virtually unknown outside the world of 
obsessive baseball fans. Noty he dreams about 
hiring a personal assistant. With the election 
eight days away, the Chicagoan has become 
one of the most sought-after election analysts 
in the country, thanks to a computer program 
he built to blend poll results, demographics 
and political trends. 

Silver boldly predicted a Barack Obama 
victory months ago. As of Sunday he’s 96.7 
percent sure of that. Silver earned his baseball 
credibility in 2005 by predicting the White Sox 
would win it all. He earned his political stripes 
during this year’s primaries with several smart 
forecasts, such as picking the Super Tuesday 
results within 20 delegates out of 1,700. 

Now Silver’s political Web site 
fivethirtyeight.com is a must-read for political 
wonks. And after Stephen Colbert had him 
on “The Colbert Report,” people started 
recognizing him in bars. 

He says his apartment is a disaster. When 
he sat down recently at a coffee shop near 
his apartment in Bucktown, his eyes were 
bloodshot and the laces were missing from 
his worn brown wingtips. His political site 
is making money, a happy accident to Silver, 
but it also dominates his life, which doesn’t 
thrill him. 

“I don’t know who his publicist is, but he’s 
doing a hell of a job,” said Charles Franklin, 
a political scientist and co-founder of the 
influential site pollster.com, which gets 1.8 
million visitors a week. Silver’s gets 700,000 
a day 

Fresh numbers drive everything. Silver feeds 
30 state polls into his computer model every 
24 hours. Silver wasn’t always so confident in 
his prediction program. He was stunned by 
a predictive leap for Obama when Lehman 
Brothers declared bankruptcy in mid- 
September. Stock markets fell in response 
and so did McCain’s chance of winning in 
Silver’s model— from a 55 percent shot at the 
White House to 30. All in 72 hours. 

“I got a little bit worried,” Silver said. 
Tbe force behind the radical shift was the 
economy, driven by emotion. “This isn’t the 
actual condition of the election,” Silver said. 
“Ordinary logic goes out the window”

Richard Rodriguez would like hungry 
passengers to have more choices of eth- 
nic foods to buy while traveling through 
Chicago’s airports. 

As the city’s aviation commissioner, 
Rodriguez wants folks to rumba with their 
roller bags to the sound of live bands in the 
concourses. He wants to see more uniquely 
Chicago artwork hanging on the walls. 

And he envisions nail boutiques, like 
those located on hundreds of Chicago 
streets, offering manicures and fake finger- 
nails that can be glued on while passengers 
are waiting between flights. 

“There are concepts that I would wel- 
come at the airport and our local residents 
would love to see,” Rodriguez said. “There 
will be a lot of opportunities as concessions 
leases expire.” 

These might not seem like the normal 
priorities for an airport executive. But 
these are hardly normal times in the avia- 


tion industry 

City airport revenue is down across the 
board, and Rodriguez, 38, whom Mayor 
Daley has shuffled around several city 
departments in recent years, has been 
brought in to navigate through the storm. 

It won’t be easy Rodriguez never man- 
aged an airport, and admittedly, he’s still 
learning. He has been at the airports’ top 
job for only about six months, although he 
helped oversee the construction program at 
O’Hare and Midway in 2005. 

The deepening airline slump is causing 
continuing declines in flights and passenger 
traffic. The picture will worsen next year if 
the airlines, as expected, introduce another 
round of capacity cuts to keep airfares as 
high as possible. 

“Operationally at the airports, we are 
going to have to take a look at some of 
the services we provide our customers and 
find out what exactly is it that we can do 
without,” Rodriguez said in an interview. 


although he could not provide examples 
when asked. 

While there is little he can do about the 
malaise of the industry, Rodriguez is focus- 
ing on the airport concessions areas, which 
produced $406 million in sales last year at 
both airports. 

Viewing the airports as more than a stop- 
over, Rodriguez wants to increase travelers’ 
exposure to local culture so they return to 
Chicago, perhaps next time on vacation 
rather than on business. 

“We are such a diverse city, but we don’t 
have a Thai restaurant at the airports. 
We don’t have a vegetarian or vegan or 
Caribbean restaurant,” he said. 

He recalled a recent trip he and his wife 
took to San Francisco, where the airport 
restaurants and stores impressed him. 

“I don’t think we ever spent as much 
money at an airport,” he told aldermen last 
week during the Aviation Department’s 
budget hearing.

He was just getting started with that drive. 

With the Phillies leading this one 2-1 in the fourth inning 
and stranding runners at an alarming rate, Howard delivered. 
He drove Andy Sonnanstine ’s 2-1 pitch into the left-field seats 
to put the Phillies ahead 5-1. 

Howard, who has hit plenty of opposite-field shots at 
Citizens Bank Park, knew it was gone when he made contact. 
He paused to admire the shot before circling the bases. The 
towel-waving crowd roared, demanding a curtain call. 

If that wasn’t enough, Howard went deep again in the 
eighth. He ripped a two-run shot into the seats in right-cen- 
ter. Overall, he’s batting .353 (fi-for-iy) with three homers and 
six RBIs in the Series. 

Criticized for his paltry average (.251) and high strikeouts 
(199), Howard still was the best run producer in the majors 
this season. He led the league with 48 homers and 146 
RBIs, and was at his best when the Phillies needed him 
most. Howard batted .352 with ii homers and a club-record 
32 RBIs in September, helping Philadelphia overtake the 
New York Mets to win its second straight NL East title 
and making a case for his second MVP award in three 
seasons. 

But Howard had a power outage in the playoffs— until 
Game 3. He struggled in the first two games of the Series, 
going o-for-4 with four strikeouts with RISP 

None of the Phillies could hit with runners on. They were 
4-for-43 with runners in scoring position before Howard con- 
nected in the fourth. Overall, they’re 6-for-47. 

Those stats don’t seem to matter much right now.

Lame night for UFC 


The main event at the first Ultimate Fighting Championship event in 
Illinois ended with a letdown Saturday night at Allstate Arena. 

Middleweight champion Anderson Silva retained his belt, but not in 
the spectacular fashion to which fans have grown accustomed. Challenger 
Patrick Cote pulled up lame with a knee injury early in the third round, 
handing the fight to Silva. 

Cote disclosed after the fight that his knee had started to bother him 
in the second round before he collapsed in the third. He said his trainers 
believed it was a meniscus injury 

Silva left with his title intact, but the fight ended with a chorus of boos 
from more than 15,000 fans unhappy with the abrupt ending. 

“I’ll be back here to put on a show for everybody,” Silva said through 
an interpreter, trying to reassure a crowd that hadpaid from $50 to $600 
per ticket. 

“You could just feel it in the crowd— the crowd was flat in the end,” 
league President Dana White said. “You never want to go out like that, 
but we’re in the fight business, and sometimes weird stuff happens.” 

Silva, who hadn’t even seen a third round in any of his seven previous 
UFC fights, spent more time dancing than taking the action to Cote. 

Fans booed as Silva appeared to be toying with Cote rather than engag- 
ing him. 

Silva denied he had been playing around, but even White acknowl- 
edged something wasn’t right with Silva’s performance. 

“It wasn’t the Anderson Silva that we all saw fight over the last two 
years,” White said. “When he walked into the press conference, he said, 
‘I’m sorry’ ”

Looking forward 


Eminem speaks out 
about new life, book

Four years ago, Eminem, one of the best-sell- 
ing rappers in history, released his last album 
of original material, “Encore,” and then essen- 
tially disappeared. The years since have been 
pockmarked with personal struggles. Ele 
entered rehab in 2005 for a dependency on 
sleep medication. In 2006 he remarried, and 
then redivorced, his ex-wife, Kim Scott, the 
subject of many of his most vitriolic songs. 
And that same year, his closest friend, the 
rapper Proof, was killed in a shooting at a 
Detroit nightclub. 

In his new book, “The Way I Am,” Eminem 
hopes to set the record straight. “I’m really 
just a normal guy %u can ask my neighbors,” 
he writes in the book. “I ride a bike. I walk 
the dog. I mow my lawn. Em out there every 
Sunday, talking to myself, buck naked, mow- 
ing the lawn with a chainsaw.” 

Well, one out of three isn’t bad. “I do ride 


my bike, I don’t have a dog, I 
don’t mow my lawn,” Eminem, 

36, admitted in a phone inter- 
view from a Detroit studio on 
Monday night. But otherwise he’s 
been living the life of a suburban 
father, taking care of three girls: 

Hailie, his daughter with Kim; 

Alaina, his niece; and Whitney, 

Kim’s daughter from another 
relationship. 

And now Eminem, born 
Marshall Mathers, is tentatively 
re-entering public life with his 
book, published by Dutton last 
week. Part autobiography, part 
photo gallery, part ephemera col- 
lection, it’s a handsome midcareer (and midlife) 
roundup for an artist who has been notoriously 
reluctant to discuss his personal life anyplace 
but in his music. 

“In away this is the end of the first chapter 
of his career,” said Paul Rosenberg, Eminem’s 
manager. “Em’s looking forward now. He’s 
very re-energized and refocused.” 


Originally intended to be “a 
scrapbook for my fans,” Eminem 
said, the book grew to include 
large chunks of first-person narra- 
tives culled from interviews with 
the journalist Sacha Jenkins, and 
presented in a conversational style. 
“Rap is one big Fantasy Island,” 
Eminem writes. “It’s the place I 
always retreat to when things get 
too hectic in real time.” 

In a section about his family and 
upbringing, he’s discomfitingly 
frank: “If you go back and look at 
the abuse that I took, it’s no sur- 
prise I became who I am. Someone 
I don’t really want to be.” 

Jenkins said: “I think Em has an appeal 
that’s very everyman. That’s his natural voice 
in the book.” He added: “The guy has been 
out of the mix and not interacting with a lot 
of people, let alone a writer. But this was an 
opportunity for him to get a lot of stuff off his 
chest, especially in the wake of the death of 
his best friend.”

As if the food lovers among us needed remind- 
ing, the crisp, cool air signals an autumn filled 
with juicy apples, plump pumpkins and suc- 
culent squash. 

And if all of this talk about fall fruits and 
veggies is making you thirsty, then you’ve got 
the right idea. 

While restaurants have long tailored their 
menus to seasonal offerings — many of them 
touting products from regional farms— the 
pursuit of gourmet flavor and freshness has 
migrated to the bar, according to Bridget 
Albert, author of “Market-Fresh Mixology: 
Cocktails for Every Season.” 

“[Seasonal cooking} has a long history 
with chefs,” Albert, the director of mixol- 
ogy for Southern Wine & Spirits of Illinois in 


Chicago, recently told RedEye. “It’s the same 
approach with cocktails.” 

Albert’s book, published in August and co- 
authored by Mary Barranco, offers more than 
lOO pages of lip-smacking cocktail recipes that 
feature seasonal fruits, vegetables and spices. 

“It’s a great phenomenon that’s happening 
all around the world— hand-crafting great 
artisanal cocktails,” said Albert, 34, who lives 
southwest of the city in the farming commu- 
nity of Shorewood. “It’s definitely something 
we’re seeing here in Chicago.” 

The Drawing Room, a self-described “culi- 
nary cocktail lounge,” collects its ingredients 
from Chicago farmers markets and even the 
Whole Foods produce section to create cock- 
tail menus that reflect the season. 

“It’s been on the horizon for a while,” said 
general manager Michael Taxy “It’s back in 
fashion to be drinking spectacular drinks 
with as fresh as possible ingredients.” 

The bar, located in the Gold Coast neigh- 
borhood, incorporates produce ranging from 
cucumbers to edible, candied flowers in its

creations. 

Cuatro, a Latin American res- 
taurant in the South Loop, cre- 
ates the tomato mix for some of 
its cocktails in the kitchen and collects many 
of its ingredients from local farms. 

“The kitchen and the bar work closely 
together because we do a lot of things on the 
organic side,” co-owner Sara Navarro-Elias 
said. 

When Cuatro was looking for an ingredient 
to pair with its 10 Cane Rum in drinks such as 
the mojito, the owners chose to forgo syrup 
and granulated sugar and instead use sugar 
cane imported from Mexico and pressed into 
juice in their kitchen. 

“We decided the best thing for such a 
fresh-tasting rum would be something just as 
fresh,” Navarro-Ehas said. 

Navarro-Elias conceded some customers 
weren’t fond of the unfamiliar taste of sugar 
cane juice, but she said most have embraced 
fresh cocktails. 

The result is cocktails that, like vintages of 


wine, have a history and back 
story that can make them 
party conversation pieces. 
Are the fat summer straw- 
berries in the daiquiris from your uncle’s tiny 
garden in Wicker Park? Or from a rural farm 
south of Chicago? 

“Take what’s in your back yard, make it a 
story” Albert said. “Tell your guests where the 
fruit came from. Let them know you took the 
time to give your guests something of qual- 
ity” 

While fresh ingredients can be a nice addi- 
tion to a mixed drink, Albert stressed that 
she’s not trying to replace flavored liquors, 
especially in a city where the only thing that 
grows in the winter is the icicles. 

“We have snow and slush,” Albert said. 
“When we can use really nice quality liquors 
or vodkas or gin, that’s when we need to be 
using them. Just adding a little bit of freshness 
really can enhance your cocktail.”

One of the greatest advantages of mixing fresh cocktails is that they can he made virtually any 
time of year using seasonal ingredients from gardens, farmers markets or grocery stores. 

“I always say there’s so much to he said about a home bartender,” said Bridget Albert, author 
of “Market-Fresh Mixology: Cocktails for Every Season.” “There’s a world of fun and experi- 
ence we could be having with our friends at home.” 

Albert and two Chicago bars shared fresh cocktail recipes with RedEye for the do-it-your- 
selfers. 


Apple Cocktail (right) 

from "Market-Fresh Mixology: Cocktails for Every Season” 

Ingredients: 

» 1 whole apple (select one with a flatter bottom) 

» Juice of 1 lemon wedge 
» 1 apple wedge (cut in half) 

» 1 ounce unsweetened apple juice 
»1 ounce limoncello 
» V 2 ounce vanilla vodka 
» Splash cranberry juice 
» 1 cinnamon stick (for garnish) 

Directions: 

Core the apple to about the halfway point. Be certain 
not to cut through the bottom. Use the lemon wedge 
to squeeze a small amount of lemon juice on inside of 
cored apple. Set aside. In mixing glass, muddle apple 
wedge and unsweetened apple juice. Add limoncello, 
vanilla vodka and cranberry juice. Shake well. Strain into 
cored apple and serve with a small straw. Garnish with a 
cinnamon stick.
